Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in reply to Applicant's Response dated July 22, 201 1 . 

2. Claims 20-21 , 29, and 35-36 have been amended. 

3. Claims 19, 27-28, and 31-34 have been cancelled. 

4. Claim 38 is newly added. 

5. Claims 20-26, 29-30, and 35-38 are allowed.

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
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Independent claim 38 is a rewarding of tlie previously objected claim 33 in the 
independent form which was indicated to have an allowable subject in the final office 
action. Claim 38 recites "...automatically determining said inspection path for said at 
least one optical picture-taking device by specifying a predetermined geometric 
relationship between said at least one optical picture-taking device, said at least one 
illumination device, and said surface on said three-dimensional object to be inspected 
by using said arithmetic logic unit so that said inspection path or an inspection time is as 
short as possible...." which are features that are not anticipated nor obvious over the art 
of record. All the pending dependent claims depend on claim 38. Therefore, all the 
pending claims are allowed.
